Labour MK Shlomo Hillel yester- 
day was elected Speaker of the 11th 
Knesset by a vote of 60 to 46 with 
seven abstentions. 

Standing against Hillel was Meir 
Cohen-Avidov of the Likud's Herut 
wing. : 

Hillel, a former interior minister 
and minister of police, ran unsuc- 
cessfully for the speakership in 1981 
against Menahem Savidor. Cohen- 
Avidov was a deputy Speaker in the 
outgoing Knesset. . 


Hillel's success was assured when 
the Alignment was joined by the 
National Religious Party. Tami, and 
the Progressive List for Peace, as 
well as the anticipated votes of Shi- 
nui, the Citizens Rights Movement, 
Yahad and Ometz. 


Cohen-Avidov got the support of" 


his own Likud, Shas, Agudat Yisrael 
and Kach. ? 

Tehiya and the Democratic Front 
for Peace‘and Equality abstained, 
while Morasha's two MKs were out 
of the chamber when the vote was 
taken. 


After Hillel took the Speaker's 
chair and outlined his parliamentary 
credo, Cohen-Avidov made a per- 
sonal statement which soured the 
mood of the session. 

Although he should have known 
from his experience as ‘deputy 
Speaker that his remarks would be 
totally out of order, Cohen-Avidov 
made a bitter onslaught upon the 
Tehiya faction for having joined 
hands with the DFPE, which be 
called “that anti-Jewish, anti-Zionist 
and anti-patriotic party.” 

Tehiya abstained because of its 
reservations about Cohen-Avidov. 
while the DFPE abstained because 
of its reservations about Hillel and 
the Alignment. 

While Cohen-Avidov spoke, 
Prime Minister Shamir turned his 
head aside in embarrassment. and 
riany Likud men tried to signal 
Cohen-Avidov to halt his tirade.

Congress still debating 
Israel aid, free trade

WASHINGTON. - Congress 
yesterday continued deliberations 
on the pending $2.6 billion aid pack- 
age to Israel and the proposed free- 
trade area. 

Working against the deadline of 
an early October recess. pro-Isracli 
senators and representatives are 
trying to push through the foreign 
aid bill with an amendment which 
would make the entire sum available 
to Israel right away rather than in 
quarterly payments. 


Israel is pressing for the lump sum 
to meet mounting balance of pay- 
ments deficits and foreign-currency 
reserves reductions. 


Israel officials und their suppor- 
ters yesterday estimated that there is 
only a “50-50 chance that Congress 
would have the time before the fall 
recess to puss the legislation re- 


quired for any free-trade area to go 
into effect. 

Special U.S. trade representative 
William Brock has tentatively sche- 
duled an October visit to Israel to 
initia} such an agreement — but only 
if Congress passes the legislation and 
if the remaining sticking points in the 
negotiations with Israel can be re- 
solved by then. 

Israeli officials have expressed 
concern that failure to push the 
agreement through during this U.S. 
election year could endanger the 
entire concept, given increasing 
opposition in Congress. 

Regarding foreign aid. adminis- 
tration officials and members of 
Congress are also bracing for a sup- 
plemental Israeli request following 
formation of a new government. But 
they are demanding that Israe} first 
come forward with an economic re- 
covery programme. ᾿ 


House panel. votes to investigate Ferraro 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The 
House of Representatives Ethics 
Committee vated unanimously 
yesterday to investigate allegations 
that Democratic vice-presidential 
candidate Geraldine Ferraro 
violated House rules on financial 
disclosure. : 

The committee. which has six 
Democrats and six Republicans. 
voted 12-0 at a closed meeting in 
favour of the investigation. 

The charges against the New York 
congresswoman were made by the 
Washington Legal Foundation. ἃ 
conservative group. 

The foundation alleges that Fer- 
raro failed to disclose financial in- 
formation about her husband, prop- 


erty developer John Zaccaro. in 
statements required to be filed by all 
House members. 


Ferraro, who has maintained the 
use of her maiden name during her 
political career, made public both 
her and her husband's income-tax 
returns last month. 


The foundation alleges that Fer- 
raro claimed exempuons that she 
was not entitled to in statements 
filed with the Ethics Committee 
since taking up her House seat in 
1979. 

A committee member said the 
panel made no preliminary judg- 
ment when it decided to investigate 
her financial disclosure statements.

NUREMBERG (AP), - West Ger-

Karl-Heing Hoffman, 40. founder of 
ἃ paramilitary neo-Nazi group put- 
terned after the Hitler Youth.

glared at the protesters but appeared 
felaxed as he went on tral in connec- 
tion with the December 19. 1980 
execution-style Saying of Jewish 
publisher Shiomo Levin and his gitl- 
(nend Frida Poeschke. 

Heonvicted, he faves fife in prison 
without parole. 

State prosecutor Otte Horn told 
the court yesterday that Hoffmann 


ordered a supporter to kill the pub- 
lisher and his girlfriend to impress 
the PLO. 

“Hoffmann wanted to prove that 
he and his men were useful partners 
of the PLO and knew how to use 
their weapons without regard for 
human life whenever called upon.” 
Horn said. 

“Levin was chosen as the victim 
svicly because he ranked as one of 
the representatives of the Jewish 
community in the Erlangen area who 
had previously held senior positions 
in the State of {srae] and had publicly 
opposed Hoffmann.” he added. 

He said Hoffmann ordered sup- 
porter Uwe Behrendt to murder 
Levin and any witness, and gave him 
a Beretta pisto! from his personal 
arsenal.

Peres plans to present Knesset — 


with national unity gov't today

Premier-designate Shimon 
Peres plans to present a govern- 
ment of national unity to the 
Knesset at 3 p.m. today. After 2 
o'clock this morning, following a 
long day of wrangling over the 
religious affairs portfolio, 
Labour and Likud sources told 
The Jerusalem Post: “t's practi- 
cally all wrapped up.” They sche- 
duled tentatively ἃ fina) drafting 
session for 9 o'clock this morning 
and a formal signing ceremony of 
the coalition agreement for, 11 
a.m. 


Earlier last night, the National 
Religious Party executive 
accepted a compromise proposal 
whereby both the religious 
affairs and interior ministries 
portfolios would be “deposited” 
with the prime minister for a 
limited period pending an agreed 
solution to satisfy both the NRP 
and Shas’s claims. 

Earlier, the Likud had proposed 
that one of the disputed ministries be 
deposited with Premier Peres and 
the other with Deputy Premier Sha- 
mir. ., 

Slfas leader Rabbi Yitzhak Perewz 
MK joined Shamir and Peres in their 
Jate-night deliberations. Shas 
sources at first angrily dismissed the 
proposed “deposit™ compromise as 
“making fools of us.” They pointed 
our that both ministries were run by 
NRP directors-general and that if 
they are to be “deposited" with 
Premier Peres. the NRP’s control of 
them would effectively continue. 

But at 2.15 a.m.. Peretz left Sha- 
mir’s office and convened his faction 
for a drafting session — apparently to 
swallow the compromise. 

The eleventh-hour negotiation 
took place against a backdrop of 
NRP readiness to consider entering 
ἃ narrow government with Lubour 
rather than lose the-religious ::ffoirs 
portfolio. 

In its decision last night, the NRP 
executive also made it clear that if 


the “depositing” proposal was re- 
jected by the Likud, then the NRP 
leadership was empowered to 
negotiate a narrow government deal 


with Labour -- by noon today if. 


necessary. 

The premier-designate is anxious 
to present a government before the 
weekend. because his 42-day man- 
date from the president ends on 
Sunday. But Labout MK and consti- 
tutional expert Shevah Weiss con- 
tended last night that. if Peres could 
inform President Chaim Herzog by 
Sunday that he had succeeded in 
creating a coalition, the presentation 
to the Knesset could take place after 
the periad ends - that is. on Monday 
or Tuesday. 

Last night's drama in the Knesset 
followed a long day of inter-party 
contacts in committee-rooms and 
corridors, interrupted briefly by the 
election of the Speaker. 

The long day was in many respects 
the result of the drama of the night 
before, at Herut's central commit- 
tee, where Ariel Sharon had openly 
challenged the leadership of Yitzhak 
Shamir. 

Political observers pointed to a 
direct causal link between Sharon's 
attack on the premier and the erup- 
tion of the crisis surrounding the 
Ministry for Religious Affairs. They 
felt that Sharon's public insistence 
that the Likud keep its commitment 
to Shas, even at the expense of the 
unity government, was another tac- 
tic on his part to weaken Shamir and 
to undo the deal which Shamir had 
struck with Labour’s Peres. 


Many politicians in both camps, 
and many political observers. be- 
lieve that Sharon seeks to foil the 
unity effort, despite his own repe- 
ated protestations to the contrary. 
Sharon's thinking. according to this 
theory, is that if the Likud is forced 
into opposition, Shamir's leadership 
of the party will be open to challenge 
—and that Sharon will then challenge 
μ 
The indications that Sharon is 
building up for a frontal assault on 
Sharoir seemed powerfully ¢orrobo- 
rated yesterday when his close and 
loyal ally, MK David Magen, spoke 
disparagingly of the premier in news 


interviews and deliberately sought ἃ 
clash with Shamir's close ally, MK 
Ronnie Milo, at the Likud faction 
meeting (see below.) 

By the same token. there were 
clear indications from the Shamir 
camp that the premier now heartily 
regrets his decision last week to 
accede to Sharon's demand for “an 
important portfolio” in the unity 
government. 

Shamir offered Sharon industry 
and trade on the implied under- 
standing that by doing so he was 
procuring the other man’s support 
and loyalty — at least for the short 
term. ᾿ 

But no sooner had Shamir 
announced the nomination at the 
Hert central committee than Shar- 
on weighed in with his demand for a 
secret vote on the premier’s slate of 
nominees — thereby slightingly ques- 
tioning Shamir’s authority and lead- 
ership. . 

Shas’s Rabbi Yithak Peretz angri- 
ly denied last night that be and his 
party were being used by Sharon in 
his internal Herut battles. “We are 
not being exploited by anyone.” 
Peretz told The Jerusalem Post. 

He said that Shas had “released™ 
the Likud from its obligation to

Sharon aiming to oust Shamir as Herut leader 


Minister without Portfolio Ariel 
Sharon has managed. since his re- 
turn from the Time magazine hear- 
ings in New York last week, to play 
with Prime Minister Shamir as with a 
yo-yo. 

Sharon sees the chain of crises 
afflicting the negotiations for a coali- 
tion as stepping stones on his path 
towards the premiership. 

He opposes the national unity 
coalition because he thinks that with 


Likud in the opposition he will find it 
easier to destroy Shamir politically, 
so that he will have no serious rivals 
left within the Likud. 

Sharon accepted the Industry and 
Trade portfolio on bis return from 
New York to prove that the fate of 
the national unity coalition depends 
on his ultimatum being accepted. 

On Tuesday night. in the Herut 
central committee, Sharon deman- 
ded a secret ballot on appointment 


595th IDF death in Lebanon 


METULLA. — An Israel Defence 
Forces soldier was killed and 
another wounded in South Lebanon 
yesterday. Another soldier Sgan- 
Aluf (Lt.Col.) Yair Zinner. 30. who 
was seriously wounded two dais ago 
in the eastern sector of South Leba- 
non, died yesterday of his wounds. 

Yesterday's fatalities bring to 595 
the Israeli death toll since the start of 
the Lebanon war in 1982. The inci- 
dent occurred near the village of 
Harouf, in the Nabatiya region. 
when a bomb weft off as an LDF jeep 
went by. The wounded soldier was 
evacuated to hospital. IDF and 
South Lebanon Army soldiers sear- 
ched the area. 

The soldier who died of his 
wounds. Yair Zinner was buried 
yesterday with full military honours 
in the military section of the Rishon 
Lezion cemetery. He was wounded 
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Karl-Heinz Hoffmann shown in- 
side the Nuremberg courtroom 
yesterday before the start of the 
murder trial. (UPI telephoto}

colfeagues. 

Forty years ago. in circumstances 
only superficially comparable, in the 
Lehi underground, Shamir had to 
deal with those he felt were perni- 
cious troublemakers. To do the same 
thing today, politically, tc Sharon, 
Shamir would need a resolve which 
he may not have. and a partly foot- 
hold which he undoubtedly lacks. 

If Begin did not crush Sharon, 
though he crushed so many other 
ambitious Herut colleagues over the 
years, what reason is there to assume 
that the weaker Shamir will crush 
Sharon today? 

In the Herut Party of 1984, the 
only important figure apart from 
Shamir and Sharon is Levy, and 
Levy realizes that Shamir's days are 
numbered because of his age and his 
image of weakness. Levy therefore 
has decided to play Sharon's game 
and help Sharon crowd Shamir.

Immigrant rabbis demand 
Soviets let Jews emigrate

A conference of 100 immigrant 
rabbis yesterday called on Soviet 
leaders to end their policy of repres- 
sion against Jews who want to prac- 
tise their religion, to study Hebrew 
and to emigrate to Israel. 


Speaking before the conference, 
which was organized by the im- 
migration Absorption Ministry and 
held at the Jerusalem Plaza Hotel. 
President Chaim Herzog said the 
situation of Soviet Jews today is 
more dangerous than it has been for 
years. Herzog also said he had re- 
ceived an appeal for help earlier in 
the day from a number of Soviet 
refuseniks. 

The president called on the rabbis 
to issue a declaration of solidarity 
with Diaspora Jews in countries of 
distress. In the audience was Rabbi 


Yosef Hadani, a recent Ethiopian | 


immigrant. 

The conference was initiated by 
Rabbi Yosef Toledano, the former 
chief rabbi of Lyon. France, who 


came on aliya a year ago. Toledano 


-is the director of the Absorption 


Ministry's unit for spiritual absorp- 
tion, which provides religious coun- 
selling services to new immigrants. 

Absorption Minister Abaron 
Uzan, who greeted the rabbis, noted 
that this was probably his last speech 
as ἃ member of the government. He 
added that he would return to his 
“first love” as a farmer in Moshav 
Gilat. 

Chief Rabbis Avraham Shapira 
and Mordechai Eliahu also addres- 
sed the gathering. both of them 
calling on rabbis to promote unity 
among the people and greater re- 
spect for the Tora. : 

Toledano told The Jerusalern Post 
he hopes to establish a voluntary 
organization of rabbis who are re- 
cent immigrants. Among the aims of 
the organization, as well as subjects 
of yesterday's conference. are pro- 
viding spiritual support for new im- 
migrants, preventing emigration, 
encouraging aliya. holding seminars

Housing Ministry can’t sell hassidim flats 


The High Court of Justice yester- 
day strengthened an earlier injunc- 
tion against the Ministry of Con- 
struction and Housing by ordering it 
to explain within 45 days why it 
should not abandon plans to sell a 
bloc of apartments in Arad to a 
group of Gur hassidim. 


The order nisi followed a tempor- 
ary restraining order issued some 
two months ago blocking the deal. 
Both injunctions were sought by the 
Arad Local Council and a group of 
local residents entitled to public 
housing, who claimed the hassidim 
were being granted special consid- 
eration for political reasons. . 


The applicants stated in their peti- 
tion that they consider themselves 
“harmed and discriminated against” 
by the ministry's decision to allot the 
Gur hassidim 50 apartments in one 
bloc. Arad councit chairman Avra- 
ham Shohat testified that ministry 
Director-General Asher Wiener had 
told him he had come under political 
pressure to carry out the deal. y 

The state attorney's respresenta- 
tive was criticized by Justice Moshe 
Baisky when the former argued that 
it was ministry policy to allot blocs of 
flats to people with the same life- 
style. Baisky replied: “Would the 
members of a football team also get a 
bloc of apartments?” (Itim) 


Drug addict’s plea for help rebuffed by judge

A CONTEST to encourage teachers 
and pupils to write computer pro- 
grammes for educational use, with a 
computer as the prize to the school 
which produces the best courseware, 
was announced recently at Yeda 
Computers and Software. Ltd., local 
distributors of Apple Computers. 

Dr. Yoram Friedman of Yeda 
explained that programmes written 
at the schools will be assessed at the 
Ministry of Education. and the most 
promising will be exchanged be- 
tween schools to increase the reser- 
voir of available computerized edu- 
cational materials. The prize compu- 
ter will be awarded at Passover. 

Friedman said that even in the 
United States. there is a surprising 
dearth of serious educational com- 
puter material — despite the large 
amount of computer games available 
— and the situation is more difficult 
here because of the small market for 
Hebrew programmes. 

He added that a few years ago.

electronics expert to “hold their 
hands” if they were to use computers 
in school.

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Foiling the Sharon ploy 


THE LAST-MINUTE ploy by Ariel Sharon to torpedo the 
national unity government will not block Shimon Peres’ way to 
the premiership. For Mr. Peres mus? and will present a 
government today, whether broad-based as so laboriously 
haggled out for five weeks, or one of a narrow coalition. 

Mr. Sharon has, however, demonstrated again that he carries 
with him a destructive influence, wherever he goes and in 
whatever framework he operates. He was a destabilizing force 
in the high command of the Israel Defence Forces, and he 
repaid former prime minister Menachem Begin for finally 
appointing him defence minister by misinforming and disin- 
forming him during the Lebanon war. 

He has now done it again. Outgoing Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir demanded his rehabilitation, as an ultimatum, by 
appointing him to a senior ministerial post and to membership 
of the inner cabinet within a national unity government. The 
Labour Party swallowed even that with a choking gulp. 

But rehabilitation was not enough for Mr. Sharon. His sights 
are set much higher. He therefore had to prove that Mr. Shamir 
is not the leader of Herut, and cannot deliver on his promises 
and commitments in the coalition negotiations with the Labour 
Alignment. ᾿ 

What Mr. Sharon thereby demonstrated is that his rehabilita- 
tion has the consequence of delegitimizing his own party as a 
trustworthy partner in a national unity goverament. His 
last-minute re-opening of issues that had already been discus- 
sed to exhaustion and had been agreed upon, also demons- 
trated that no government in.which Mr. Sharon isa member can 
last for long, even if the coalition agreement is for 50 months. 
Mr. Sharon can always be trusted to disregard.the letter of any 
agreement and to remain a stranger to its spirit. Tere 

If Shimon Peres today presents a narrow-based government 
which — given the electoral tie — cannot be expected to last long, 
then what has been said before should give some consolation to ἢ 
those who fear instability. With Mr. Sharon, a broad-based 
coalition would not be much more stable. The maverick general 
can be trusted to use the first opportunity to blow it apart when 
it suits his own ambitions. 

That Mr. Sharon, aided and abetted by Mr. David Levy, has 
miscalculated is evident, for the Likud has no way of forming 
even a minority government -- which the Labour Alignment 
can. 

There could, however, still be a positive result from the 
Sharon-Levy attempt to unseat Yitzhak Shamir and to under- 
mine the national unity government. If the Liberals, on whom 
most people have long ago given up hope, could bring 
themselves at the last minute to rally to what they once stood 
for. they have it within their power to make a narrow-based 
coalition led by the Alignment into a stable government. 

Equally, they hold the key to saving a national unity 
government from Mr. Sharon's destabilizing influence, by 
making it clear to Herut that any attempt to blow it apart would 
make them bolt the Likud and support an Alignment govern- 
ment. If the last shreds of national responsibility and the last 
vestiges of independent thinking and adherence to principle 
will not bring the Liberals to finally put their foot down, then 
naked self-interest should. 

Fresh elections, which are the only alternative to a govern- 
ment constantly threatened by Ariel Sharon, should obviously 
be shunned by the Liberals like poison. Recent experience 
should have taught them that all they can expect from a Likud 
in which Mr. Sharon and Mr. Levy call the tune is to be whittled 
down further to insignificance. ᾿

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DOES A PATIENT in a hospital 
have any, rights over his or her own 
body? Does he or she have a voice in 
the determination of the course of 
their treatment? : 

Recent regulations issued by the 
Health Ministry under which ail pa- 
tients entering a government hospit- 
al must sign a blanket consent form 
or have it signed by their guardian if 
they are minors or legally incompe- 
tent seem to have decided that there 
is no argument and that patients 
have no rights. ᾿ 

Under the new regulation the pa- 
tient consents to any and all medica- 
tions, treatments, examinations, 

or operations that doc- 


This includes dangerous examina- 
tions, treatments that may or may 
wot place the patient at risk and 


for informed consent may decide 
that he or she will not consent to. 

The penalty for not signing this 
form is that the government hospital 
simply refuses to admit the person as 
a patient, although the hospital may 
be the only one in the area. In 
conditions of pain or distress many 
persons may sign out of fear of being 
refused any treatment at all. 

Do the hospitals have this right? 
‘Or, rather, does the Health Ministry? 
Opinions on this subject vary. Since 
the regulation is new it has not yet 
been tried by the courts, but one

Uninformed consent

wonders what the verdict will be 
when and if someone is refused 
admission aad consequently suffers 
grave injury. Jurists consulted by 
this writer were by no means of one 
opinion. but in general most felt they 
would not mind having a chance to 
present such a case to the courts. 
The question becomes more se- 
tious in relation to the condition of 
the patient. While. for instance. 
great strides have been made in the 
treatment of breast. cervical, skin 
and bone cancers as well as leuke- 
mia, there are other cancers. visceral 
and thoracic. where for the most 
part. there is no evidence that 
surgery. even repeated surgery and 
chemotherapy will actually influence 
the outcome of these usually termin- 
al diseases. Not even to the extent of 


prolonging life in any significant 


manner. 


IN MANY SUCH cases (more than 
25 per cent in one large Israeli hos- 
pital) people take a good look at the 
statistics and the present situation in 
this area, weigh these against the 
horrible effects of surgery and che- 
motherapy and make their own in- 
formed decision. Under the new 
regulations a patient. if he or she 
opts against radical therapy may well 
‘Bind that they have to go to another 
city for conservative and supportive 
treatment necessary τὸ ameliorate 
their symptoms during their last 
months or even years of life.

I observed to the letter it will also 
ao ionger be possible for a person to 
voluntarily enter a mental hospital 
for treatment without consenting in 
advance to all medications and even 
electro-shock therapy.

This. of course, virtually strips the 
patient of his or her most» basic
